5. Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the lifetime of such spouse, Bhall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage, shall Ibe eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
all or any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or category of 
persons or posts. 

7. Repeal and Saving. — Any rules corresponding to these rules and In force 
immediately before the commencement of these rules are hereby repealed: 

Provided that any order made or action taken under the rules so repealed 
shall be deemed to have been made or taken under the corresponding provisions 
of these rules.
